N othing better illu strates the 
u nfortu niate div ision of opinion 
am ong the labor interests of the 
cou ntry than the present contro­ 
v ersy between the heads of the 
Am erican Federation of Labor 
and the C. I. O. which has been 
condu cting 
t h e 
au tomobile 
strikes in Michigan. The rift has 
been widening ev er since John L. 
Lewis and his associates ev olv ed 
the plan of organizing the C. I. 
O. along class lines as formerly 
env isioned in the United Stages 
by the Indu strial Workers of the 
World. The first resu lt was the 
su pension of the u nions fav or­ 
able to Mr. Lewis from the Amer­ 
ican Federation of Labor. Then 
followed the “sitdown” strikes 
u nder the sponsorship of Mr. 
Lewis’ lieu tenants. 
The other day , Mr. Green, head 
of the American Federation of 
Labor, denou nced the sit-down 
strikes as illegal and u nethical 
instru m ents which sooner or la t­ 
er wou ld bring the whole organ­ 
ized labor m ov em ent into disre­ 
pu te. Following Mr. G reen’s cast­ 
igation came a reply from John 
Lewis denou ncing G reen’s criti­ 
cism of the sit-dow ners and 
charging him with being a “be­ 
tray er of the cau se of labor.” 
In the m eantim e the national 
adm inistration 
a t 
W ashington 
seems to be somewhat “on the 
spot” so to speak. Mr. Green su p­ 
ported President Roosev elt in the 
19 36 cam paign and has endorsed 
the President’s plan to “pack” 
the Su preme Cou rt. Lewis and 
his lieu tenants were v ehem ent 
su pporters of Mr. Roosev elt and 
contribu ted hu ge su ms to the 
Democratic cam paign war chest. 
Now it appears tha t the two labor 
leaders are at the parting of the 
way s and tha t the adm inistra­ 
tion a t W ashington may hav e to 
take a decisiv e position on the 
sit-dow n strike sooner or later.

In th e p ublic mind th ere h as been a disp osition 
to associate Joh n D. Rockefeller with infinity . 
Th e y ears h ave p assed swiftly , bringing wars and 
dep ressions, p rosp erity , tragedies th at sh ook th e 
nation and ch anges th at altered th e map of th e 
world. But still th is aged but ageless man con­ 
tinued th e quiet tenor of h is way until h e looked 
back up on nearly a century of life and up on 
struggles and events th at h ad establish ed h is 
own status as a Croesus, with th ose vast p owers 
for good or for evil th at are inh erent in th e p os­ 
session of great wealth . Th e death of th is man 
at ninety -seven y ears comes as none th e less of 
a sh ock to th e nation because of th e circumstance 
th at h e h ad so long lived on intimate terms with 
death . 
An ap p raisal of th e career of Joh n D. Rocke­ 
feller necessitates its division into distinct 
p h ases — th ose earlier y ears of ambition and ac­ 
quisitiveness and of ruth less instincts devoted to 
th e accumulation of h is fortune, and th ose more 
p leasant y ears wh en, with th e weigh t of age be­ 
ginning to rest h eavily up on h im, h e assumed a 
benign ch aracter and devoted h imself to th ose 
generous and discriminate p h ilanth rop ies by 
wh ich h e will best be remembered. 
As a boy of six teen, with little in th e way of 
formal education, but with many of th e elements 
of genius at h is command, Rockefeller started 
to make h is way in life at a time wh en th e coun­ 
try was rich in op p ortunities for th ose with th e 
wit and th e sp irit to take advantage of th em. He 
h ad both and swep t forward swiftly . Th e ruins 
of th e Civil War smoldered. Th e West was still 
to be won and th e country in general was ready 
for th e h ands of th ose equip p ed to make th e best 
of th e situation. 
Th ere were many such — Vanderbilt and Astor, 
Gould, Hill, Carnegie, Harriman, Rockefeller and 
oth ers. 
Mr. Rockefeller undertook to make h is fortune 
in oil and succeeded in making about a billion 
dollars. 
One of th e controlling business p rincip les of 
h is career was th at a man sh ould gain as much 
money as h e could h onestly and sh ould distrib­ 
ute it generously and discriminately . 
Mr. Rockefeller was truly a p h ilanth rop ist. In 
many resp ects h e did more for th e welfare of h u­ 
manity th an any man of h is time. Th e cause of 
religion, of education, th e arts and th e sciences 
were encouraged and sustained by h is generous 
benefactions. Th e benefits of h is deep and p rac­ 
tical interest in th e relief of h uman suffering, 
h owever, will be ex p erienced th rough out th e 
world even after h is name h as been forgotten. 
Scientists of th e Rockefeller Foundation and 
th e Rockefeller Institute for Medical Research 
h ave conquered p estilence and p lague and 
brough t relief to stricken h uman beings in every 
corner of th e world. Ch ild welfare and th e so­ 
cial sciences h ave been advanced th rough h is 
financial sup p ort. A h alf billion dollars of h is 
money , it is estimated, h as been ex p ended for 
th e betterment of mankind. 
A fair judgment up on h is century of life is 
th at h e did much good in th e world in wh ich h e 
lived. 


national metrop olis h asn’t h ad one since th e 
op ening of th e Cry stal Palace in 18 53. 
Th e fair will furnish emp loy ment for th ousands 
of p eop le—anoth er good reason for h olding it. 
And th ere is also sufficient ex cuse, for it will 
mark th e 150th anniversary of th e inauguration 
of George Wash ington as th e first p resident of 
th e United States—a motive p atriotic enough to 
meet any one’s sp ecifications.

New York h as never been p articularly strong in 
local p atriotism. 
It may be th at th e p rojected fair is a sign th at 
New York h as at last become a city , wh ose in­ 
h abitants h ave a sense of belonging th ere, and 
h ave acquired th at p ride in th eir town wh ich is 
a feature of smaller communities. 


PADLOCKING A CAMPUS
